Session of the Seventh Legislature of the Province of Alberta 

In surveying the events of the past year we recall with pleasure 
that in September we had the honour to welcome Their Excellencies, 
the Earl and Countess of Bessborough, on the occasion of their first 
official visit to Alberta. We are glad that they were able to see a very 
considerable part of our Province, and our people were happy to be 
given an opportunity of extending to Their Excellencies a very cordial 
welcome. 

I need not remind you that since you were last assembled, this 
House has suffered a great loss in the sudden and untimely death of 
Hon. Vernor Smith, the late representative of the Constituency of 
Camrose. He will be remembered as an able and devoted Minister of 
the Crown, while his wide human sympathies and his kindly per- 
sonality won for him to an unusual degree the esteem and affection 


of his fellow citizens 
You will, I am sure, approach your duties with a full realization 


, of the extent to which the general economic condition of the world 


continues to affect all people both urban and rural. Now entering 
upon its fourth year, the depression, which has so seriously affected 
all nations, as yet shows but little sign of abatement Invariably, 
such depressions bear most heavily upon areas which depend primarily 
upon agriculture, and their effect is most severe in regions such as 
Western Canada whose chief commodities can find an adequate outlet 
only in export markets. The notable successes obtained by Alberta 
producers at the Toronto Royal and the Chicago International shows, 
and the high quality of the large crop garnered last fall, have again 
demonstrated the agricultural possibilities of this Province But 
although a larger crop was harvested than in the preceding year, the 
prevailing prices for all agricultural products have been so low that 
the purchasing power of our producers has shown little, if any, increase 

Faced with the possibility of a still further decline in revenue as 
a result of these conditions, my Government has been unable during 
the past year to carry op any substantial development work. Its 
major task has been to maintain, as far as possible, existing essential 
services and to the extent of its financial ability and of its jurisdiction 
to ameliorate distress among our people 

As a result of agreements made with the Dominion Government, 
which you will be asked to ratify, the Municipalitie¢ of the Province 
have been assisted in carrying on a policy of direct relief to needy 
families. A Commission has been appointed to administer relief to 
single men and transients, thus relieving the Municipalities of a sub- 
stantial burden. .An Advisory Committee was appointed to enquire 
into the administration of relief, and to co-ordinate relief measures 
as administered in the various Municipalities. The report of this 
Committee will be placed before you. At the recent Dominion- 
Provincial Conference at Ottawa my Government offered to the Gov 
ernment of Canada a full measure of co-operation in any reasonable 
national scheme of unemployment insurance 

Through conferences held with representatives of the Mortgage 
Loans Associations concessions were obtained which have assisted our 
agricultural producers in meeting certain of their financial obligations

| ture was to sketch the changes that 
lhave taken place in the vast Ori- 
lental civilization to see to what 
extent, if any, it still retains its

lean grow and blossom again 


MIDDLE KINGDOM 

In his opening words, Mr. Woods 
explained The geographical en- 
| tity that we know as China con- 
jtains nearly a quarter of the 
jhuman race. It has been in the 
past the‘oldest and most deeply 
jrooted of our civilizations. The 
name given by the Chinese them- 
selves to their country is the Mid- 
| dle Kingdom, by which they mean 
it is the centre of the world, and 
until comparatively recently the 
Midd Kingdom had not changed 
materially in 2,000 years 

The foundations of its society 
remained vir y the same how- 
ever turbulent the events For 
hundreds of years the Chinese peo- 
ple were better off than the rest 
of the world. They had achieved a 
bility of culture that was con- 
spicuously absent elsewhere. Had 
it not been for the fact that the 
western nations impinged upon that 
civilization it might have, and 
probably would have, remained 
| rigidly fixed fcr as many genera- 
tions in the future as it had in the 
| past 


THREE MAIN FACTORS 


“The three main factors operating 
toward this stabilization were: the 
family, the guild and the govern- 
ment 

“Of these the government was the 
least effective—from the 12th to the 
i9th centuries it reigned but did not 
rule. 22 years ago the monarchy 
gave way to a republic, but most 
Chinese do not realize this, so little 
are they affected by the govern- 


ment. The real administration was |

barians” coming to their shores. 

“By insidious travesty of for- 
eign ations into her country, 
gradually the props which suvorted 
the Chinese civilization were re- 
moved. Evidence of the de-morai- 
izing effect of this foreign influence 
is seen in the civil wars which it 
inspired and incouraged and in the 
opium wars of the close of the 19th 
century 
CONCESSIONS ANNEXED 

“Concession by concession of 
valuable parts of her territory were 
annexed or taken over, first by 
England, then United States and 
France, then Japan and Russia 

“At the end of the 19th century 
there was a general scramble 
among the powers for railway con- 
cessions in China 

“In 1900 the Boxer Rebellion was 
an attempt to stem this rising flood 
of insidiuos foreign influence. It 
failed and China was charged with 
an indemnity of $3,000,000 and 
forced to permit the establishment 
of a permanent foreign garrison 
at Peking 

“Foreign loans also played a 
large part in its general dis.nteg- 
ration. In 1914 China was on the 
verge of bankruptcy and the pow- 
ers took over control of the galt 
tax which was increased where 
possible by monopolistic methods.

Money 
is obtained by expropriation, taxes 
are imposed at the will of generals 
Defeated armies turn bandits and 
pillage the country 

“If these conclusions are even 
partly valid they give weight to the 
remarks made by J. O. V. Bland, in 
discussing the Earl of Lytton’s re- 
port on the present Sino-Japanese 
problem at Chattam House in Lon- 
don in October.

There was a writing desk that dates back to 
1564—four years before the defeat of the Spanish 
Armada—and a sundial dated 1634 that may nave 
shown the time o° day to stout John Hampden 

There were spinning wheels enough to start an 
industry. One was demonstrated by an old lady, 
now a centenarian, “to show the young people how 
to do it.” A hundred years ago, her baby hands 
had played with its spokes. Her settler parents 
with their household goods in a canoe, paddled all 
the way upstream from Quebec to Chateaguay 
There was another spinning wheel that had been 
brought out by the early Selkirk settlers, and a 
kitchen chair made by Bashaw. the first settler in 
Renfrew, Ontario, 125 years ago 

In contrast to the humble kitchen chair was an 
ornate, carved, oaken bardic chair in which nearly 
sixty years ago a Welsh poet had been chaired at

Health and Diet Advice

HOW TO USE WATER APPLICATIONS 

A little more care is needed in using cold 
water than using hot yet in many cases cold 
water gets successful results which may be ob 
tained in no other way. In using cold water re- 
member that it causes contraction; that is, the 
muscles and capillaries squeeze together and be- 
come smaller. Perhaps the greatest value in cold 
water is its power to bring reaction, which means 
that its first action is to drive the blcod away 
from the hundreds of tiny capillaries under the 
skin so that it enters the deep internal blood ves. 
sels, but, as the skin reacts or turns pink, the blood 
comes back into the capillaries. Such a reaction 
may be great value in sending the blood back 
and forth through a part, bringing with it the 
healing elements necessary to restore it to norma! 

In today’s article I am going to describe some 
of the most useful ways of employing cold water 

A COLD SITZ BATH, in the hands of one 
skilled in its use, achieves marked benefits which 
might be hard to believe if one did not under- 
stand them. Many of the remarkable cures made 
by the German doctors of hydrotherapy depend 
on this bath. The bather sits in several inches of 
water and then more cold water is added 


in 


cool 


until about ten or twelve inches are in the tub 
The feet may be placed in a small pan of hot 
water the room should be warm. About, ten 
minutes is long enough to remain in this th 
Instead of feeling chilliness with this bath, the 
patient often feels glowing warm. The cold Sitz 
bath increases the flow of blood through the 
purifying organs and may be used in practically 


disorders providing no acut 
inflammation or pain is present and the patier 
properly. It may be used to tone up the tissue: 
in prolapsus and in the types of constipation where 
relaxed muscular tissues are the cause 

COLD SPONGE BATHS of washing 
the skin by using a cloth dipped in cold water 
Each part should be washed and dried before 
starting on the next in order to prevent chill. These 
baths are useful about every two hours in severe

fevers as they abstract heat from the skin and 
keep the temperature within safe limits) Such 
baths are usually very refreshing to a bed-ridden 
patient 


COLD ABDOMINAL PACKS, also called “Nep- 
tune’s Girdles.” These packs consist of two layers 
cloth or towel wrung out of cold water 
lied snugly around the abdomen and back 


They should be eight to ten inches in width. The 
wet cloths should be covered with two or three 
layers of dry woollen cloth securely pinned on 
with safe pins. This pack may be left on for 
several h and the sensation induced is one of 
well-being. The pack, when properly applied 
soon becomes warm and a moist heat and local 
perspiration are produced which relieve many 
acute symptoms of the abdomen 

COLD COMPRESSES consist of small cloths 
wrung out of cold water. They may be used to 


relieve a tired feeling over the eyes or in lessen- 
ing the inflammation of a part 

ICE TREATMENT. Ice may be used where one 
desires to produce a severe contraction of a part, 
as contracting hemorrhoids, varicose veins or 
in stopping hemorrhages.
